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An Important Movement in the Labor
Quarrels.

Tun gemerality of “strikes’’ at present, in
both Great Britaln and the United States, has
turned publio attention onee more to the labor
question, and earnest efforts are being made
to bring the vexed fssue to some definite
gettloment. The day has gone by when men
thonght the conflict betwesn labor and capital
an irrepressible ome, and bheld that the
very nature of the contending parties rendered
antagonism Inevitable, The wisest thinkers
of the day have long since come to the conclu-
gion that, to a great extent, the interests of
1abor and capital, of employer and employed,
are identical; that the quarrel between them
is one which conld be settled by arbitration
and that ita speedy and permanent settlement
was for the advantage of both. This idea, we
are glad to see, has not been confined to the
philosophers, but the workingmen them.
selvak are recognizing ils truth. At a recent
mesting in New York of that large trade, the
tailors, a series of resolutions were adopted
which mark an era in the history of labor,
provided their intention be carried out, They
read:— -

Y Whereas,The dullness of our business the past
winter has glven the opportunily Lo some un-
prinelpled employers to take advantage of the
times (o reduce onr wages at a period when so
muoh more Is needed for the support of our-
gelves and ramilies; be L therefors

" Resotved, That we consider the first legitimate
duty of all men worklnig at our trade 18 to be-
long to the organization of the same, for the
simple reakon that in nnlon there is strenglh,

“Regolved, That we, as a trade, condemn strlkes,
as pot culonlated Lo sdyvance the lnleresis of the
Journeymen tallors.

" Resolved, That in order to earey out the above
resolutions pmctlcnllf, we have invited the
employors to this meating, that with thelr co-
operation we may enforce the article contalned
in the Constitution of the International Union of
our trade, that the pringiple of arbitration
be a substitute in the future for the odiows system of
strikes as at presend carried owd.”

The consideration of tha polioy of strikes in
go influential a soclety as the Tailors' Union
is significant, as it exhibits a return of reason
where, heretofore, we have seen only passion.
The opposition to the system is based on
policy, and not on right, for, of course, any
man or number of men have the right to
refuse Lo work for less than any wages they
please. But the expediency of the plan of
striking has been denied by all thoughtful
men, and we are heartily glad to see the idea
of arbitration snbstitnted. But at the same
meeting another and most important idea was
started, and is being earnestly disoussed in all
the trade unions. We refer to the co-operative
plan of labor, at present in vogue in England
to a considerable extent. The plan is to open
a shop for the sale of their labor, and have the
profits divided among the workingmen instead
of going to the capitalists; or, in the opse of a
olass of labor which is not capable of being
gold in a shop, of having a fund towards which
enach contributes, which is invested, and which
ig a treasury to draw from in days of trounble,
How the system works in England we will
ghow by quoting the testimony of the Secretary
of the Amalgamated Society of Engineers before
the Royal Commission on Trades’ Unions,
This evidence applies to all trades, and what
has sucoeeded in the case of the engineers will
be equally successfal elsewhere:—

“The witness stated that the Soclely was
formed in 1851 of & number of socielies which
bad previously existed, and It now numbpred
5,000 members, with an annunl increase of
2000 or 8000 a year, There nre, ha sawd, 38
branches—in England and Wales 248 brancows,
T'he United States have eleven branches, with 498
members, Haoh member pays one sullilog o
week, and the Sopolety has now s fund indifs
ferent banks, in round numovers, of £140,000,
The annuanl Income in 1505 was L3058, made
up, besldes subscriplions, of entrance fees, each
member having to 'i“ al enkrance fee varying
from 168, to £5 108, The expenditure 1n I8 wus
£40,173, the heads under which It was distris
buted beu:r;—-&iamban out of employment,
L£14,076; Lo alck members, £13,785 1is, b, super-
ponoasted members (members who are *too
old to galn the ordinary rate of wages at the
trade,’ being allowed 78, to 08, & weekk oach),
£6184 17m, 4d.; on the deaths of members and
mombers' wives, £45387; and the sum of L1500
pmong n:rhwan members who mot with nool-
<dents und wersunable Lo follow the trade,"

From these data it will be seen that such an
Association can be well supplisd with funds at
a very little cost to each individual. Inorder,
however, to restrain the propeunsity for strik-
ing without good cnuse, the systpm of arbifra-
tion was substituted, In this arbitration, how-
@ver, the amployers have no voice. The merits
of the case are judged by a council of the
Soclety.

§0, because that party has ever advoeatod
such an organizntion ef society at the South
a8 would inevitably secure the highest pros-
perity and well-being of all her peopla.
Everybody acknowledges now that slavery
was a very bad thing—destructive not only of
the best good of the slave, but equally de-
structive of the best good of the master. Wae
presume that the American Tract Soviety,even,
would not now hesitate to publish in its books
and tracts the truth that slavery is a sin.

the re-establishment of slavery. Such a pro-
posal would be scouted at the South as well
as at the North. But in this general acknow-
ledgment of the evil of slavery, this posthu-
mous verdict of the nation against it, what a
justification have we of the course of the Re-
publican party ! This was the dogtrine urged
by the Republicans from the beginning, It
was opposed and denounced, but it ia now
shown to have been truth.
The vital principle underlying the Repub-
lican organization in the past having been
shown to be correct, let us for a moment con-
template what would have been the condition
of the South had she organized her soclety
upon that principle, as did the North, in the
earlier days of the republic. We oan very
ensily see what she would have been by look-
ing at what the North is. The South haj
always had the advantage in climate, soil, and
natural resources generally. Nothing has
hindered her growth but her “‘peculiar insti-
tution,"” Withont slavery, Virginia would
have been to-day what Pennsylvania is, South
Carolina might have been another Massachu-
getts, and Georgia might have rivalled New
York. The SBouth is what she is in education,
development, and wealth, because throughont
her whole past history she has been cursed
by a state of society that wad at war with in-
telligence, virtue, economy, and all the great
forces of civilization, Had she adopted Re-
publican principles,a different fate wounld have
awaited her,
Not only were the principles of ths Repub-
lican party essential to the highest good of the
South, but its pelicy was equally beneficial in
its tendencies. If we go back to the stand-
point of parties before the Rebellion, it is nnow
plain to be seen that the Republican polioy of
the non-extension of slavery would have resulted
in the greatest of blessings to the South. It
would have saved her from running into the
Lorrible ¢ontest from which she emerges so
wasted and desolate. The restriction of
glavery within specified limits would have
resulted, doubtless, in the final, gradual abo-
lition of the institution.

VIRGINIA,

CILOSE OF THE VIRGINIA LUGISLATURE—FORKBOD-
INGA OF THE RETIRING SPEAKEK,

The Virginia Leglsluture adjourned on the
20th ull. Betore tne olose of the session Mr.
Baldwin, Spesker of the House of Delezntes,
addressed the members, and sald that he never
looked w08 future more threatening aod less full
o! promise. He and all present had passed
through the greatest of civil wars; and In the
darkest hour of that disastrous strugele he
never saw so much occasion for despondency
and depression as ot this time, It was impos-
sible for any one to joresee the result of the
present dangerons r-:‘gxrlmunt m Virginia.

Although, said . Baldwin, we cannol
eluim to be free, nor claim that Virginia is a
State, el we are nn organized community, and
shave a right 1o expect to be free, and that Vir-
rinis will be u State, But the sitnation of pub-
1o nifairs at this time, with the rew element
introduced by the United States into the politi-
cal arena, presents a problem whose solution
Justined great anxiety for the public wran-
quillity aud welinre, This new element, under
the most favorable circumstances, would be
malter of conoern; but when subject to the mnd-
dening jnfluence of party spirit and agitations
of partisans, 1L became a subject of the greatest
consideration und apprehension,

THE LAST DAYS OF LEE'S ARMY,
LECTURE BY T. L. ROSSER.

A lecture was delivered last evening, at the
Cooper I[ustuute, before s small sudience, by
Thomas L, Rosser, late 8 Major-General in the
Conlederute Army, on "The Last Days ol the
Army of Northern Vurginia.” The lecturer ex-
pressed himsell a8 sadly disappointed at seeing
»0 few Pro-nem. huving hoped to see the seats
well filled bﬁ those who would be pleased to
hear what & Rebel bad to say. Beginning at the
tima when Geperal Grant assembled lne forces
before Petersburg, he gave a summary descrip-
tion of the events of the campuign until the sur-
render of l.ee.

Spesking of the limited resources of Lee at
that time, he remurked that be had to legslate
for him a class of men whom udl unite in cor-
dialiy despising—that class who, 10 the Con-
gress of the Upited Stutes, proclaimed loudly
that if & gun was tred they would take the teld
and fightto the last, but who were the tirst to
throw the burden or the war upon those who,
like General Lee, had no share in its inception.
He stated that Lm-'n army, all told, then num-
bared only 35,000 men, he himeelf having com-
mand of onetlird of vhe cavalry, which was
less than 6000 men.

Huving & line of over forty milesto maintain,
the men became wearled out with constant
Iabor, and knowing the wa ted condition ol the
country, they were disheartened and dejected,
tieneral Grant, profiting by the experience of s
predecessors, did not attempt a direct atiack
vpon Richmond, but tried to mancuvre Lee out
of it, The failure of Pickett to dislodge Sheri-
dun from Dinwlddie Court House, ard his own
defeat and the capture ol Five Forks by Sheri-
dan sud Warren, on the 30th of April, were the
eritical events of the campnlgn, compelling the
evacaation of Petersbure. The geveral attack
vpon Lee's lines immedistely made by Graot
kept the former from slipping away, while the
latter stretched out his Jeft, so that woen Lee
was finally able to move, Sheridan was in
advance of him, and still held him at bay.

The movement of Lee to Rice's Siation, by
which he placed bimsell on the direct line of
retreat 1o Lyncbburg, he characterized as one
of the most masterly steps of the war. But the
destruetion of Early’s cnrr:u at this juncture de-
cided, in the speaker's opinlon, Geueral Lee to
surrender, which is proved by the fact that he
immedintely withdrew from the railroad,
abnndoning bis design of reiresting on Lynch-
buorg, which be could have made good, and
ullowing his enemy to confront him in force at
Appomattox Court House, There he sent in his
flag of truce with proposals of surrender, The
lecuurer illustrated bis remarks by reference ¢
maps, and was listened to with interest by the
lew who were present.— N, Y. Times.

A Gornex Weopise,—8Salmon Case, of Ver-
non, Oneida conunly, celsbrated his golden
wedding a few days since, by giving an enter-
tainment to his friends. Dootor Case settled
in Vernon village when a young man, about
the time of the war of 1812, and became the
partner in business of a Mr. Carpenter, Ver-
non was guite a rural metropolis in those days.
